REMARKS 

Upon entry of the present reply into the record, claims 1-10 and 14-19 remain pending 
in the subject application. Claims 1, 6, 10, 14 and 17 are independent. Previously, claim 13 
was cancelled. Claims 1 1 and 12 have now been cancelled. 

A. Introduction 

In the outstanding Office Action Made Final, claims 1 1 and 12 were rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,993,314 to Lim et al. ('the 
Lim et al. reference") in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,929,716 to Komori et al. ("the Komori et 
al. reference") and U.S. Patent No. 5,821,820 to Snider et al. ("the Snider et al. reference"); 
and claims 1-10 and 14-19 were allowed. 

B. Asserted Obviousness Rejection of Claims 1 1 and!2 

In the outstanding Office Action Made Final, claims 1 1 and 12 were rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over the Lim et al. reference in view of the Komori 
et al. reference and the Snider et al. reference. Claims 1 1 and 12 have been cancelled, 
thereby obviating this rejection. 

C. Allowed Claims 1-10 and 14-19 

The indication that claims 1-10 and 14-19 are allowed is gratefully acknowledged. As 
these are the only claims pending, it is respectfully submitted that the application is in 
condition for allowance.
